Urges Combined Operation 

In its’ recommendation for 
consolidation of Madison and 
Venice police services, the study 
report said: 

“A consolidation of police 
services would give the men 
more dignity, and provide the 
base for, an increased) potential 
for more ‘efficient administra 
tion of police affairs in the two 
communities. Numerous other 
benefits would result: 

“(1) Information known to one 
agency could be made available 
to-alll. 
¢/“(2) Criminal investigations 
could: be. coordinated. 

“(3) Training, planning and 
administrative efforts could be 
improved. 

“(4) Existing discrepancies in 
wage scales for police officérs 
performing similar duties could 
be eliminated. 

(5) Money saved from con- 
sofidated purchasing could be 
used to better equip police of- 
ficers. 

“And (6), crime scene search- 
ing and laboratory examination 
of evidence could be upgraded.”” 

The report points out that 
“Madison and Venice police p: 
trol vehicles cannot possibly 
avoid being. within each other's 
corporate limits. Out of the sit- 
uation has grown an informal 
mutual aid program that is 
limited to street situations and 
criminal incidents, but which 
does not include administrative 
consolidation.

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Laclede Steel Profit in 1971 
p Price Drop 


Paul B. Akin, president of 
Laclede Steel Co., reported to- 
day that the company lost 
$582,680 or $2.82 per share in 
the third quarter of this year. 

The loss for the first nine 
months was $3,506,934, com- 
pared with a loss of $1,316,949 
for the first nine months of 
1969. 

Akin told the Press-Record 
that one of the primary factors 
for the loss this year was the 
higher price that Laclede had 
to pay for scrap, increasing the 
operating costs severely. 

Laclede Steel, which has 
plants in Alton and Madison, 
will pay approximately $7,000, 


wee, 2€€N Due to Scra 


000 more for scrap in 1970 than 
it paid in 1969. The high scrap 
prices of late 1969 and through- 
out 1970 have been caused by 
a world steel shortage that 
ended in the second quarter of 
this year. 

Heavy scrap exports support- 
ed the -price of scrap in the 
third quarter, as shipping con- 
tracts signed earlier in the year 
were completed. Akin said that 
scrap exports have now fallen 
sharply,’ and the price of do- 
mestic scrap is dropping. 

The president reported 
the second cause for the logs 
this year was a lack of ‘ship- 
ments of mercliant bar _ prod-

He added that the “learning 
period” is taking much longer 
than anticipated.

“Our new mill will reduce the 
impact of Laclede’s seasonal 
lull in years: to come, but this 
winter we anticipate operating 
losses for these months.” 

He said he expects the loss 
for the year to be less than 
the annual depreciation charges 
of $4,545,000. 

With improved -shipments 
from the new mill in 1971 and 
lower scrap prices, Laclede 
should return to a_ profitable 
operation next year, Akin con- 
cluded.

Efforts to establish a basic 
training program for police re- 
cruits in which all local police 
departments may participate 
will continue to hold top prior- 
ity as the key project of the 
Madison-St. Clair Counties 
Chiefs of Police Association, ac- 
cording to Police Chief Ronald 
J. Veizer of Granite City. 

The police recruit training se- 
ries is being proposed by the 
two-county Police Chiefs Asso- 
ciation in conjunction with offi- 
cials at Belleville Junior Col- 
lege, Veizer said, 

The loeal law enforcement of- 
ficial, who last week was elect- 
ed president of the bi-county 
organization, today is at North- 
western University, Evanston, 
where he is conferring on de- 
tails concerning such a training 
program with James Slavins, 
an executive officer of the Illi- 
nois Police Training Board. 

Veizer was accompanied to 
NU by Dr. Clyde Washburn of 
the Belleville Junior College ad- 
Chief Mearl Justice of Cahokia, 
ministrative. staff and Police 
immediate past president of the 
Police Chiefs Association. 

To Present Curriculum 

The three men are to present 
a comprehensive curriculum 
outline of the proposed pro- 
gram to Slavins, who served as 
Curriculum Committee chair- 
man for the Police Training 
Institute. 

Official action concerning the 
recruit training course and the 
funding may be taken at the 
board's regular meeting, set for 
Thursday at the University of 
Illinois Champaign-Urbana 
campus, Veizer said. 

Consolidation of basic police 
training in. this section of Illi- 
nois would reduce _ individual 
departmental costs by roughly 
halfthe present rate, Veizer 
speculated. A joint training pro- 
gram also would encqurage and 
enable police departments with 
fewer officers to effectively 
train new patrolmen. 

Current costs of sending a 
police recruit to a six-week 
training course at the present 
Police Training Institute facili- 
ties at Champaign are $600 per 
man, which includes board and 
room expenses, Veizer said. 

If a similar program is in- 
corporated into the curriculum 
at Belleville Junior College, as 
proposed by area police chiefs, 
the fees and expenses could be 
reduced by half, he pointed out. 

Veizer is the second area law 
enforcement official to serve as 
president of the bi-county as- 
sociation since its inception in 
1968. He previously served as 
vice-president. 

He has twice held the office 

in the Madison 


County Police Association and 
currently holds the post of 
treasurer to which he was 
elected in 1963. He also is a 
member of the Board of Direct- 
ors and the Steering Committee 
of the Southwestern Illinois 
Law Enforcement Commission, 
and is sergeant-at-arms for the 
Illinois Chiefs of Police group. 

The Granite City police chief 
joined the local department in 
May, 1954. He was assigned to 
the detective squad. the follow- 
ing year and promoted to 
sergeant in 1965. He has served 
as chief of police since January 
1967.

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Basketball Cougars to Open Season Tomorrow 


The SIU-SW basketball team 
will open its 1970-71 season 
Tuesday night, Dec. 1, at the 
St. Louis Arena agairist the al- 
ways strong University of Mis- 
souri-St. Louis team. 

The Cougars vs. Rivermen 
contest, starting at 6:30 p.m. 
will be the first game of a twin 
bill. St. Louis Unive will 
play Washington University in 
the second contest. 

SIU-SW under the leadership 
of new head coach Jim Dudley, 
will be seeking its first victory 
in two seasons in four meetings 
with the Rivermen of Coach 
Chuck Smith, who is in his fifth 
year as head UMSL cage 
mentor. 

Cougar Prospects 

What are the prospec 
the 1970-71 Cougar cagers? 

Coach Dudley, 34, who took 
over from Harry Gallatin after 
the 7-16 1969-70 campaign, 
comes here with an impressive 
coaching record at the junioi 
college level. + 

As head coach ofi the Lake 
Land Junior Colloge at Mattoon, 
Ill, the dynamic Dudley built 
a brilliant 65-22 (.747) record 
against all competition. In play 
against junior college opponents, 
his record was even better: “1 
won and seven lost for a. .854 
mark, 

Dudleys own predictions are, 
as, he says, ‘Cautiously opti- 
mistic. 

“We have the height and size 
lacking in the past three sea- 
sons, he explained and added, 
“No team will run over us. 

On the surface, it would 


for 
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pear that the Cougars will have 
no problem bettering last sea- 
sons injury-ridden and grade- 
problem-hampered record. But 
the opposition won't be the 
same. 

Six New Opponents 

Six new opponents have been 
added to the SIU-SW cage 
schedule, including Tennessee 
State University of Nashville, 
which finished second to Phila- 
delphia Textile.in the finals of 
the National Collegiate Athletic 
Association college division 
tournament. 

In addition to- Tennessee-State 
U., the Cougars will meet the 
following teams for ‘the first 
time this season: University of 
Wisconsin at Milwaukee, Culver- 
Stockton, which is alwa: 
strong, Lincoln University of 
Jefferson City, Mo., and small 
college powerhouse St. Ambrose 
College of Davenport, Iowa. 

The schedule has been in- 
creased from last seasons; 23 
games to 26 this campaign. 

Summers, Essington Back 

A look at the 15-man squad 
gives a pretty good ideas of 
SIU-SW chances. 

Back from last season's var- 
sity are John “Champ” Sum- 
mers of Madison, who led 
Cougar scorers with a 22.47 
point-per-game average; Rich 
Essington of Venice, accurate- 
shooting guard who shot at a 
15.32 clip in 1969-70; and Den- 
nis Carroll of St. Louis’ Ro: 
sary High, also a guard who 
averaged 12.69 points per game. 

Up from Coach Eldon Big- 
ham’s freshman squad are 
sophomores Roy Witthoft, Dave 
Fischer and Bob Orrick. 

Right now, Witthoft appears 


to have’ a~ good chance ‘of 

breaking into the starting line- 

up or at least playing a lot. He 

is from Cobden, Ill., while both 

Fischer. and Orrick are from 

St. Louis’ Hazelwood High. 
No Definite Starters 

Summers and Essington have 
yet to win statring berths. Al- 
though competition is tough, 
each will see a lot of action. 

In fact, at this stage it is 
doubtful that Dudley wishes to 
“jell” a starting lineup. 

Summers’ job is made tough- 
er by the fact the Gallatin had 
to use him at a forward slot 
last season and Dudley has 
shifted him back to his normal 
guard position. 

Most of Dudley's optimism 
comes from the junior college 
transfers battling for starting 
berths: first, the four players 
who performed for him at Lake

6-1 deadeye guard 
Denny Troneburg and high- 
jumping and rugged rebounding 
6-2 forward Otis Ward. 

Bloemer played his 
school basketball for St.

Throneburg, who is just a 
sophomore, matriculated at 
Westfield, Ill, while Ward 
played for Westview High in 
Kankakee, [Il. 

Solid Nucleus 

These four transfers give 
Dudley a solid nucleus of play- 
ers who know his system, but 
all are finding the going tough 
making the starting five. 

Two other J. C. transfers, 
John Nelson and Gayland 
(Foots) Lightfoot from State

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Fair at Sedalia, Mo., add size 
. plus weight . . . under the 
boards. 

Nelson, 6-4, weighs a solid 200 
pounds and played for St. 
Louis’ Ritenour High, while 
Lightfoot, a native of Bolivar, 
Mo., is 6-2 and also weighs in 
at 200 pounds. 

Rebounder, Hook Shot Artist 

Biggest of the transfers is 
67, 230-pound Jim Brown, a 
native of Chillicothe, Ill., who 
played two years at Kaskas- 
kia J.C. 

Brown, who was named the 
outstanding prep player in 
Peoria, Ill. area his senior 
‘year, is a rugged rebounder 
and has a beautiful hook shot 
with a soft touch. 

Two other transfer complete 
the roster: —_loose-as-a-goose 
Dave James, a native of Bunk- 
er Hill, who played at Wabash 
J. C., and George Katich, who 
is from Gillespie, Ill., and 
started out at Eastern Illinois 
U. but came to SIU-SW last 
season. 

Competition in the squad has 
been fierce . . . so intense in 
fact, that in one recent scrim- 
mage both Bounds and Bloemer 
sustained injuries requiring a 
total of 26 stitches between 
them. 

It would appéar, then, that 
Dudley has several options at 
this stage: freeze the lineup or 
pick as many as four combina- 
tions of starters depending on 
the Cougars’ opposition in any 
one game. 

Talks with the players and 
coaches make one thing ap- 
parent: the spirit on the cage 
team has never been higher.

County Board 
Ready To Buy 
Vote Machines 


A decision to purchase the 
voting machines used in the 
last general election was appar- 
ent at the meeting of the Madi- 
son County Board of Supervis- 
ors last week but definite ac- 
tion was delayed until the Dec. 
22 meeting. 

A companion resolution was 
introduced to have the new 
Public Building Commission 
proceed with plans to construct 
a building to house the voting 
machines for the county’s 193 
precincts. 

The commission, however, 
has yet to organize. A meeting 
for the purpose has been set on 
Dec. 11. 

The proposal calls for the pur- 
chase of 400 machines at a cost 
of $1,770 each from the Shoup 
Co., and could be paid over a 
10-year period at 6% interest. 

Members of the commission 
are John Gitchoff, Harold Fish- 
er, Nelson Hagnauer, Ed Mor- 
risey and William Flippo, and 
ex-officio members are Miss 
Eulalia Hotz, John Kraynak, 
Jerome Klein, Roy Halbe and 
Nicholas Byron. 

County Census 

The board adopted a resolu- 
tion asking the Census Bureau 
to re-evaluate the county's 
population which this year 
was tentatively set at 246,126. 

Harry Briggs, Nameoki 
Township supervisor who is 
heading a study on reappor- 
tionment of the county, re- 
ported that a close estimate of 
the population would be 255,000. 

During proceedings in adop- 
tion of the new $7.4 million 
county budget, the board ap- 
proved a $60,000 item to im- 
prove a road for the Tri-City 
Port Authority, extending from 
1,800 to 2,300 feet. It was re- 
ported that the county has re- 
ceived $210,000 in lieu of taxes 
from the port authority in the 
last seven years. 

Salary Increases 

The budget also included pay 
raises of $30 per month for 
most full-time céunty employes, 
and half the amount for part- 
time employes. Night riders 
and process servers will re- 
ceive an increase of $50 per 
month, and department heads 
will receive a boost of $80 per 
month. 

The board decided 
renewing membership in the 
Regional .-Industrial — Develop- 
ment Corp., with dues of $1,000 
per year, on grounds that RIDC 
has been unproductive in re- 
gards to Madison County. 

A letter from Chief Circuit 
Judge William Beatty pointed 
out that problems dealing with 
juvenile court are unrelated to 
the board's juvenile detention 
home committee headed by 
William Webb of Granite City. 
He said the court is taking 
steps to correct the problems. 

During a report on the de- 
tention home, Webb was criti- 
cal of a published statement at- 
tributed to Roger Elble, Wood 
River Township supervisor who 
alleged that the committee was 
building an “empire” at the 
new home. 

Cost Cutting Policy 

Webb said the home is per- 
forming the functions for 
which it was designed. He ad- 
mitted that some mistakes 
have. been made, with perhaps 
the major one being a cost- 
cutting policy handed to arch- 
itects. The home has been in 
operation for 14 months. 

Elble claimed the committee 
was holding too many per 
diem meetings for the amount 
of work done and charged 
“mistakes after mistakes” in a 
waste of money, plush furniture 
and surroundings and the work 
of the’ architects. 

Another dispute occurred on 
a resolution to instruct the tax 
committee to obtain the Lum- 
aghi mine property in Nameoki 
Township with provisions that 
in the event of sale of the land, 
it contain restrictive clauses 
against its use for landfill pur- 
poses or for the sale of alcohol 
for a period of 15 years. 

Gilbert Killinger, Collinsville 
Township Supervisor, recom- 
mended that the land be used 


against

for park and recreational pur- 
poses. 
Restrictions Eliminates 

Carl Buehler of Granite City, 
sanitation committee chairman, 
objected to the restrictions 
and was successful in an 
amendment eliminating them 
from the resolution. He said the 
board could decide on future 
use of the property at an ap- 
propriate time and claimed 
that a landfill could’ improve 
the property. He pointed to 
Collinsville’s city park which 
once was a landfill. 

During a report on mental 
health, J. J. Gramlich of High- 
land, chairman of the county’s 
708 Mental Health Board, and 
Marshall Smith,. assistant 
state’s attorney, voiced ob- 
jections to a Press-Record edi- 
torial which pointed out a budg- 
et cut from a _ requested 
$102,000 to $70,000 for the Quad- 
Cities Mental. Health Clinic and 
other mental health cuts. 

They also objected to allega- 
tions of county. board “free 
spending” and of references to 
an $8 mililon cash balance as 
in excess of the amount of the 
new budget. Smith, however, 
said that the balance is $8 mil- 
lion and is too high. An Oct, 23 
editorial was read to the super- 
visors. 

In other action the board: 

Dog Tag Fee Hiked 

Increased the cost of dog 
tags for unincorporated areas 
from “50 cents to $1 per year, 
with an option of a $2.50 rate 
for three years. 

Levied, ong cent for election 
expenses. 

Authorized a call for bids to 
purchase 10 standard autos and 
seven patrol cars, with trade- 
ins, for the sheriff's depart- 
ment.

$612,000 Budget Set 
By Gateway Council 

‘A $612,000 budget for 1971 was 
projected Wednesday by the 
East-West Gateway Coordinat- 
ing Council in approving a re- 
quest for $408,000 in federal 
funds for planning of housing, 
parks and water and sewer fa- 
filities. 

The U.S. funds would be sup- 
plemented by $204,000 in local 
funds. The total budget is up 
50% over 1970, when federal 
tax aid was cut.

maintaining two radio systems 
that use the same communica- 
tions frequency, nor is it eco- 
nomical to maintain separate 
record systems and adminis- 
trative services.” 

There is a number of different 
ways to achieve the advantages 
a consolidated operation would 
provide, the report notes. 

These include: (1) ‘it would 
be possible to merge existing 
agencies into a single unified 
force; (2) larger agencies could 
furnish certain services for their 
neighbors; (3) two agencies 
could agree to share facilities 
and services; and, (4) all or 
more of the agencies could com- 
bine by means of simple volun- 
tary agreements to provide se- 
lective services jointly to all 
who sign the pact. 

The report states: 

“We have carefully studied 
these various alternatives and 
have concluded that the most 
feasible approach for the South- 
western Illinois: communities at 
this time is to bind themselves 
together by voluntary agree- 
ments to provide certain serv- 
ices on a regionalized basis. 

Discourage Total Merger 

“Our reasons for this ap- 
proach are influenced princi- 
pally by the dissimilarity and 
independence of the various 
communities involved which 
would discourage a total mer- 
ger program at this time. 

“Our second principal reason 
is the apparent ability of the 
Police executives involved to 
cooperate in the activities of 
the Southwestern Illinois Law 
Enforcement Commission, which 
can well serve as both the ve- 
hicle and the means to accom- 
plish the objectives -sought.’” 

The study report recommends 
an upgrading of investigations 
into a wider field of crime inci- 
dents and especially urges im- 
provement of the traffic en- 
forcement system. 

“Encouragement, direction 
and guidance should be given to 
Madison officers so that they 
will become more proficient and 
careful in conducting every type 
of investigation, especially | in- 
quiries into criminal incidents,” 
the study suggests, adding that 
“reported criminal incidents for 
a city the size of Madison are 
very high."” 

The report continues: 

Traffic enforcement requires 
command attention. At the time 
of our visiit, patrol officers and 
vehicles were without traffic 
summons books, 

Unusual Traffic Procedure 

“The department requires an 
unusual traffic procedure in 
every instance of a traffic vio- 
lation. The officer is required 
to bring the motorist to police 
headquarters where the written 
summons is prepared by the 
desk officer. 

“Practices of this type can 
only result in officers avoiding 
all but the most’ serious traffic 
violations. The same procedure 
is practiced for, motor vehicle 
accidents. 

“Both these practices include 
wasteful time expenditures for 
both the offices and the public. 
Inconsiderate public contacts 
create antagonism toward the 
police, and in turn, this can 
discourage police personnel 
from making diligent traffic en- 
forcement efforts. 

“Up to this time,” the study 
report continues, ‘‘the depart- 
ment command has. displayed 
no interest in the causes or lo- 
cation of traffic problems. 

“Almost every intersection in 
Madison has two or four stop 
signs. These signs have been 
erected without any attempt to 
conduct vehicle counts or to 
apply recognized traffic engi- 
neering concepts evolved as a 
means of persuading motorists 
to reduce speed through resi- 
dential areas. Very little police 
enforcement is extended to 
these stop signs.’ 

‘The study is based on field , 
work conducted earlier this year 
by Otto Kreuzer, Police Man- 
agement Consultant of the Field 
Operations Division of the Inter- 
national. Association of Chiefs 
of Police, and was supervised 
by Assistant. Director S. B. 
Billbrough.

The National Wildlife Federation makes a 
good point in questioning possible U. S. In- 
ternal Revenue Service action against the tax

Move to Set Import Quotas Not Surprising; 
Hidden Restraints Prevent Tariff Equality 


It's not surprising that Gov. Ogilvie has 
urged the two U..S. senators from Illinois to 
oppose an import quota bill currently under 
consideration, nor that the legislation has broad 
support. 

Illinois is the No. | export state in the na- 
tion, with nearly $3 billion in farm and factory 
products sold abroad, and any change in the 
present relatively free trade situation could 
jeopardize this. 

Erection: of trade barriers would raise the 
spectre of retaliation by other countries, which 
could harm not only this state but the other 49 
as well. However, too little regard has been 
given to the non-tariff restraints utilized by 
some foreign countries to keep out U. S. goods 
in instances where we otherwise would be fully 
competitive. 

An example’ of where existing trade poli- 
cies have been deterimental is the flood of red 
ink which engulfed Laclede Steel Co. during 
parts of 1969 and 1970. The chief economic 
problem cited by the firm was the cost of scrap 
metal, severely aggravated by the export- 
import ‘policies of Japan and certain other na- 
tions. 

The governor presents persuasive points, 
including the fact that almost a half-million Illi- 
nois jobs depend in whole or in part on export 
sales. The Trade Act of 1970, already passed 
by the House, may not be the solution, but it is 
high time that Uncle Sam takes a full look at 
the subject, including the startling lack of true 
trade reciprocity on many foreign shores.

SECTION 4. JUDICIAL OF-

ly submitted issues, and the 
establishment of the general ef- 
fective date of this Constitution. 

The following provisions shall 
not be published as part of this 
Constitution except insofar as 
any of the provisions set out be- 
low become part of the Constitu- 
tion by virtue of the adoption of 
a separately submited provision. 

SECTION 1, 

Except as otherwise pro- 
vided in Section 1 of the 
Transition Schedule, this 
Constitution, if approved by 
the electors’ as provided by 
the Constitution of 1870, as 
amended, shall take effect 
on July 1, 1971, and the Con- 
stitution of 1870, as amend- 
ed, shall thereafter be of no 
force and effect except to the 
extent that the contingencies 
provided for in Section 6 of . 
this Adoption Schedule may 
require. 

SECTION 2. 

If Separate Question No. 1A 
concerning cumulative voting is 
approved by the electors and if 
the proposed Constitution of 1970 
is approved by the electors, then 
the following changes shall be 
made in the following Sections 
of the Constitution prior to pro- 
mulgation and publication: 

(a) Section 1 of Article IV

(a) One Senator shall be elect- 
ed from ‘each Legislative Dis- 
trict.

The Sixth Dlinois Constitutional Convention has now 
finished its work and offers ta the people of the State a pro- 
posed new Constitution, 1 

In-1968, the people of Mlingis were offered the opportunity 
to approve the calling of a convention to reexamine the basic 
structires, institutions and functions of their governments. For 
many 1n the State the convening of a constitutional convention 
at this time seemed particularly opportune. There was a great 


“need to modernize an essentially nineteenth century constitu- 


tion, Many had come to feel that few of the complex problems 


with which government must deal today can be solved in the’ 


national capitol, and that state and Igcal governments which 
are much ¢loser to the people, must asshme greater respon- 


sibilities 


\t a time when the nation was troubled by unrest -and dis- 
sension, Mlinois had the opportunity to use the methods of 
democratic, peaceful, evolutionary change to improye systems 
that obviously were not working satisfactorily. The Convention 
gave to the pc ople of Illinois a chance to demonstrate to them- 
selves ‘and especially to those who will inherit their respon- 
sibilities that they could respond ito a changing world. The 
scale was modest, It was not to be an attempt to remake the 
World: but only to rewrite one of fifty state constitutions ofthe 
United States. Nevertheless, |how well, the Convention did its 
§votk—and acceptance of that work by the people—is important 
not only to Ilinois, but also to other states, as an inspiration to 
others to undertake the task of revitalizing state and local 


government in this country, 


The Mlinois Constitution’ of 1870 has been difficult to 
amend. It was written ata time when the fashion was one of 
detailed, restrictive constitutions which attempted to present 
Jevivlative solutions to currént problems, Agitation in Mlinois 
for a constitutional convention in the late 1940's resulted ina 
proposal by the General Assembly of the Gateway Amendment, 
so-called because, it was expected that it would open the way 
to caside constitutional change by amendment. The Gateway 
Amendmeht was approved |in 1950 and there was hope that 
other congtitutional change$ would follow. It was apparent by 
1965, however, that constitutional change by the Gateway 
Amendment process was not adequate to bring the basic strue- 
tures and procedures of Mlinois government into the twentieth 
century. In fact the Constitution was hardly more amendable 


tharyit had been hefore 1950. 


Constitutidnal rigidity fotced citizens and officers of govern- 
ment to /vade and violate ¢onstitutional statements as chang 
ing cond}tions called for constitutional change which could not 
be: secuged by traditional means, Such evasion was largely 
responsible for much of the feeling in behalf of a convention 


+ which had deyeloped by 1968,

In 1965 the General Assembly created a Constitution Study 
Commission which unanimously recommended that the ques 
tion of calling a constitutional convention be submitted to the 
people in 1968. This call the General Assembly voted by an 
overwhelming majority. The ensuing referendum resulted in 
the largest popular majority ever given a candidate or a con- 
stitutional question in the history of the State. Of all who went 
to the polls in the general election of that presidential year, 
more than four persons out of every five voted upon ‘the con- 
vention question. Almost three out of every four who expressed 
an opinion on the convention call were affirmative, The Con- 
vention Which was authorized was the first in Tlindis in fifty 
years and only the second since the Constitution was adopted 
in 1870. 

The Convention sought to write a constitution which was 
acceptable to.a majority, This process of democratic discourse 
was seldom easy. Intense djsagreement was often encountered. 
Members diflered with one another, in their effortgo find the 
best constitutional couse for the people of Mlinois. The domi- 
nant themes throughout that search were three in number: 
greater protection of individual rights, increased responsiye- 


ness of govermnent to the people, and heightened efficiency 
and effectiveness of government in its service to the public. 
The Convention sought, though not always successfully, ta 
adhere to the principle that a constitution should deal with 
structure of government, its powers, and ifs relation to the 


individual citizen ¢ 


The members of the Convention were black and white, were 
men and women, were young and not so young, were rich and 
not so rich, were urban and rural, were Republican and Demo- 
crat.and Independent, were of many generations resident in 
the State and were foreign horn. were in fact of the whole 
demographic mixture which makes Ilinois at the same time so 
great and so perplexing a State.

Unreasonable invasions of privacy are 
prohibited; and the. right of the citizen to keep and bear 
arins, subject to the police power is guaranteed. Equal pro- 
tection of the laws is not to be denied on account of sex or 
for other reason, Prohibition of the death penalty is a sepa- 


rately submitted item, for acceptance or rejection by the 


voters, aside from the main body of the proposed new Con- | 


stitution, 


The Suffrage and Elections Article, Wider participation 
in elections, and greater protection of the integrity of the 
election process, were sought. The requirement for residence 
in the State as a prerequisite to voting is reduced from one 
year to six months; while the requirement for county resi- 
dence is eliminated. The General Assembly may require resi- 
dence in the election district of no more than thirty days, and 
may prescribe shorter periods of residence in both State and 
district for those wishing to vote in presidential elections. A 
State Board of Elections will supervise clection law adminis- 
tration throughout the State. The question of reducing the 


voting age to eighteen is separately submitted to the voters. 


The Legislative Article. In its consideration of the Legis- 
lative Article the Convention sought to achieve more mean- 
ingful representation of the people and to improve procedures 
in the General Assembly, The question of retaining the pres- 
ent system of 177 Representatives from multi-member districts 
with cumulative voting, with the add'tion that no party may 
Jimit its nominations ta less than two, is’ {fe.cd separately to 
the voters, An alternative system of single-member districts 
for the election of members ‘of the House of Reptesentatives 
is also offered separately to the voters. In it cach one of fifty- 
nine Legislative Districts, each clecting one Senator, is to be 
divided into three House districts, for a total of 177, each 
electing one Representative.

Even though the Judicial Article 
of the present Constitution has been in effect only since 
January’ 1, 1964, the Convention sought to perfect it in the 
light of experience, A plan for judges of the Supreme Appel- 
late and Circuit Courts to be nominated by primary election 
or by petition, instead’ of party convention, and elected at 
general or special elections as the General Assembly shall 
determine, is offered as a separate question to the voters. The 
question of appointing judges at all levels, by the Governor 
from nominees submitted by Judicial. Nominating Commis- 
sions, is also offered separately to the voters. The plan whic h 
the. clectors favor will be placed in the new Constitution if it 
fs approved. If the new Constitution is approved but neither 
plan fon ‘choosing judges is approved, then the applicable 
provisions of the 1962 Judicial Article will remain in effect. 
The vote required to retain a judge in office at the end of his 


term is jncreased from a simple majority to three-fifths 


A Jiidicial Inquiry Board is to have authority to receive 


or it itiate complaints against judges, and to investigate the 
same, The Board may file such complaints with. the Courts 
Commission, and if it does, the Board shall prosecute the 
complaitt. The impeachment power of the General Assembly 
pver judges is confirmed. The mandatory appellate j: risdie- 
tion of the Supréue Court is reduced; and the Supreme Court 
is given authority to assign constitutional appeals of lesser 
import to the. appellate courts, thus relieving itself of this 
burden. Provisions for filling vacancies in judicial positions 
are prescribed. Permission is granted for two or more com ties 
to join for the purpose of clecting a single states attorney.

The'sL.ocal Government Article. The heart of the Local 
Government Article is in its provisions for home rule, a con- 
cept not included in tHe present Constitution. Home rule 
units are, defined as any county rg a chief executive, 
elected by the voters, and any municipality having « pop da 
tion of more than 25,000, Any smaller municipality may ir 
referendutn clect to become a home rule unit; and any home 
nile uit may in referendum elect to give up home ulé statis 
Home pule units have wide discretion as to the powers and 
functions each will exercise and perform. The Genc ral Assem- 
bly only by a three-fifths vote may limit or deny strictly local 
powers to home rule units; but by a simple majority may limit 
or deny to home rule iimits-any power which is exercised con- 
currently or exclusively by the State. Home mile unils may 
exorcise much discretion in regard to their govermacntal 


structures and offices. 


Changes other than those relating to home mile are. in- 
cluded. All counties'and municipalities have greater flexibility 
in providing services, Traditionally rigid county governments 
may be reorganized following referendum or Board action. 
Wide latitude in intergovernmental cooperation is permitted. 

The Finance Article, This is a totally new Article which 
has no counterpart in the present Constitution. It is concerned 
with better management of the taxpayer's money. It declares 
financial records of State and local governments to be open tc 
the public. It provides for a balanced executive budget, to }

The Revenue Article. Here the Convention sought to 
provide a structure upon which the General Assembly could 
build an equitable and adequate tax system. Any income tax 
is limited to a non-graduated tax. A corporate income tax rate 
may not exceed the rate on individual persons by more than 
the ratio of eight to five. Neither of these limitations is con- 
tained in the present Constitution, Real property may be 
classified for ad valorem tax purposes in counties of more than 
200,000 persons, With such classification the ratiovof the 
highest to the lowest level of assessment may not exceed two- 
and-one-half to one, and real property used im farming shall 
be assessed at a level not higher than single family residential 
property, 


The ad valorem tax on personal property is made.de- 
pendent, insofar as individuals are concerned, on the amend- 
ment which is to be voted on at the November 3, 1970 gen- 
eral election, which would prohibit the personal property tax 
“as to individuals”. Any remaining personal property tax is to 
be abolished by 1979, and the loss of revenue to local govern 
ments is td be replaced by a statewide tax, imposed on the 
class or classes relieved of ad valorem taxation upon personal 
property subsequent to any prohibition brought about by the 


adoption of the amendment to be voted on in 1970. 


Exemption from and credits for taxation are authorized, 
such as food in’ relation to a sales tax, and homesteads and 
rent credits in relation tothe tax on real Tifgperty. Debt se- 
cured by the full faith’ and credit of the State requires ap- 
proval either by three-fifths of the General Assembly or in a 
popular referendum. Debt to be repaid from revenue gener- 
ated by the object for which the debt was incurred, such as a 
dormitory or toll highway, is to depend on approval by.a 


simple majority of the General Assembly. 


The Education Article. The Convention was greatly con- 
cerned with improving and equalizing opportunities for edu: 
cation. The education of all persons to the limit of their 
capacities is declared to be a fundamental goal of the people 
of the State. Education through the secondary school is to bé 
free, with such further free education as the General Assembly 
may provide. The State is to have primary responsibility. for 
the costs of public education. A State Board of Education is 
‘authorized, with members to be either elccted or appointed, 
or a combination of the two, as the General Assembly may 
direct. The Board is to appoint the chief: state education 


officer. 


The Environment Article. Pressing needs of the time 
were recognized in this Article, which has ‘no parallel in the 
present Constitution. The maintenance of a healthful environ- 
ment is declared to be the public policy of the State, and the 
right and duty of each person. The individual is given legal 
standing so that he may, enforce this right through appropri- 


ate legal proceedings.

The requirement of a referendum for changes in the 
banking laws has been deleted. Any law authorizing branch 
banking, however, would require an. extraordinary majoxjty 


of the legislature. 


The Constitutional Revision Article. A primary difficulty 
with the present Constitution is in amending it. Thus an effort 
is made to make the process of constitutional change more 
workable. By a three-fifths vote of each house, the General 
Assembly may propose amendments to the Constitution or 
place the question of calling a constitutional convention on 
the ballot. Either proposition may be approved hy three-fifths 
of those voting on the question or a simple majority of those 
taking part in the general election. The greater case of amend- 
ment which is proposed is clear, since the present Constitution 
specifies a two-thirds approval in the General Assembly for 
such questions, and also requires for adoption, two-thirds of 
those voting on a proposed amendment, or a simple majority 
of those voting in the election. The question of calling a eon- 
vention shall automatically be placed on the general election 
ballot, by the Secretary of State, at the end of any twenty- 
year period in which it has not been submitted to the people 
by the General Assembly. No such provision is in the present 


Constitution, 


Amendments to the Article on the Legislature, of a struo- 
tural or procedural nature, may be proposed by petition, with 
signatures at least equal’in number to eight percent of the 
total vote for Governor in the preceding clection.

The Deletion of Sections and Articles. Tn preparing a new 
Constitution the Convention deleted much material because 
of its obsolescence or constitutional irrelevancy. The boun- 
daries Article is deleted becanse determination of the boun- 
daries of the State is a matter of Federal Law, not of the 


State Constitution. 


In addition to deletions, the Convention has improved 
the directness and simplicity of the language of many of the 
provisions carried over into a new Constitution The proposed 
document is shorter by 5,000 words than the one now in ef- 
fect, While no member of the Convention would insist that it 
has written a-perfect Constitution, most are of the opinion 
that their product is an attempt better to mect the needs of 


their era. 


The Convention asks the People for their support of the 
proposed new Constitution in the coming referendum, For all 
items which are separately submitted it recommends, in addi- 
tion, the most careful public scrutiny. Throughout the Con- 
vention, its members have been obliged, while seeking to 
serve the public interest, to realize that no single point-of- 
view could dominate any question, nor could any, interest or 
faction have. its will consistently prevail. In a State so diverse 
as Wlinois, only the spirit of compromise has made it possible 
for many problems to be solved. The Convention asks the 
People to view its product in the same spirit—with the idea 
that while it is not in every respect idcal from a given point- 
of-view, it is from any vantage point far better suited than ia

(e) The Governor may return a bill together with spe- 
cifle recommendations for change to the house in which it 
originated.

Section 10, EFFECTIVE DATE OF LAWS 


The General Assembly shall provide by law for a uniform 
effective date for laws passed prior to July L of a calendar 
year. The General Assembly may provide for a different effec- 
tive date in any law passedsprior to July 1, A bill passed after 
June 30 s not become effective prior to July 1 of the next 
calendar year unless the General Assembly by the vote of 
three-fifths of the members elected to each house provides for 
an earlier effective date.
